The  resolution,  embodying 
a  compromise  between  the  Italian  proposal  for  an  immediate 
truce — which  the  United  States  and  the  majority  of  the  League

C.  T.  Wang  Clubbed  Near 
to  Death  by  Chinese 
Student  Mob 

NANKING,  China,  Sept.  28  (AP). 
—A  mob  of  Chinese  students,  in- 
furiated by  Japan's  occupation  of 
Southern  Manchuria,  clubbed  C.  T. 

almost  to  death  today.  They  blamed 
him  for  failure  of  the  League  of 
Nations  to  Intervene  in  the  Man- 
churian  controversy  between  China 
and  Japan. 

A  few  hours  later,  the  Chinese 
Government  sent  a  reply  to  United 
8tates  Secretary  of  State  8tlmson, 
in  which  China  accused  Japan  of 
ignoring  international  agreements 
and  asserted  Japan  should  with- 
draw her  troops  from  Manchuria 
and  give  redress.  Stlmson  had  re- 
quested China  and  Japan  to  con- 
fine operations  In  Manchuria  to 
requirements  of  international  law. 
'SAVED  BY  SERVANTS 

Only  the  interference  by  servants 
saved  Wang  from  death,  it  was  be- 
lieved, as  the  mob  beat  him  with 
clubs  and  ink  pots,  and  wrecked  his 
office.  The  minister  received  three 
bad  wounds  in  his  chest  and  his 
arms  and  legs  were  Injured. 

A  detachment  of  the  personal 
bodyguard  of  President  Chiang 
Kai-Shek  was  sent  to  Wang's  home 
to  shoot  to  kill  if  another  attack 
was  threatened.  Wang's  foreign 
policy  will  be  continued,  the  Gov- 
ernment announced. 

BOYCOTTING  STARTED 

The  attack  upon  Wang  for  as- 
serted lack  of  aggressiveness  in 
pressing  China's  case  before  the 
League  followed  inauguration  of 
boycotts  against  Japanese  goods  in 
several  Chinese  provinces. 

Wang  is  forty-nine  years  old.  He 
was  graduated  from  Yale  with  a 
bachelor  of  arts  decree  in  1910.  The 
following  year  he  was  active  In 
forming  the  Provisional  Govern- 
ment In  China  after-  the  overthrow 
of  the  imperial  rule.  He  became 
Foreign  Minister  of  the  Nationalist 
Government  in  1928.

WINNIPEG.  Sept.  38  (CP).  — 
Three  policemen  were  Injured  and 
seven  men  arrested  here  tonight 
during  a  series  of  clashes  between 
police  and  several  hundred  unem- 
ployed, led  by  Communists,  near  the 
City  Hall.  The  disturbance  started 
when  the  City  Council  refused  to 
hear  a  deputation  of  the  Unem- 
ployed Workers'  Association.  The 
injured  police  officers  were  taken  to 
hospital. 

HEARING  WAS  REFUSED 

T.  O.  Woods,  leader  of  the  depu- 
tation that  sought  to  speak  at  the 
council  meeting,  was  led  away  from 
the  Council  Chamber  by  police  after 
the  aldermen  voted  against  hearing 
him.  He  was  unable  to  present  a 
properly-signed  delegate's  permit  to 
gain  admission  to  the  floor  of  the 
meeting. 

Mayor  Ralph  H  Webb  asked  the 
council  to  vote  on  whether  they 
would  hear  Woods,  and  an  11  to  7 
vote  Indicated  they  would  not. 
Crowded  into  the  galleries.  Com- 
munists protested  the  decision  so 
noisily  that  several  were  forcibly 
ejected  by  police. 

ALDERMEN  STONED 
Led  by  Red  agitators,  hundreds  of 
Jobless  milled  outside  the  City  Hall 
and  broke  into  a  disorderly  cheer 
when  Woods  and  his  delegation  were 
ushered  out.  They  waited  until  the 
aldermen  started  to  leave  the  build- 
ing and  then  threw 
interfered  and  a 
battle  between  the 
employed  resulted.

Sewers,  Surface  Drains  and 
Macadam  Roads  Included 
In  Programme 

COUNCIL  SETS  WAGE 

FOR  LABORER  AT  $3 


The  first  half  of  the  city  of  Vic- 
toria's unemployment  relief  pro- 
gramme, involving  an  expenditure 
on  public  works  of  approximately 
$150,000.  will  start  today.  Official 
approval  of  the  works  was  given  by 
the  Provincial  Government  over  the 
week-end  followed  by  a  special 
meeting  of  the  City  Council  early 
Monday  morning,  at  which*  the  rate 
of  wages,  time  of  work  and  selec- 
tion of  undertakings  were  given 
final  approval. 

The  city's  programme  calls  for  an 
expenditure  of  $73,200  on  macadam 
roads.  $54,000  on  sewer  work,  and 
$32,000  on  surface  drains,  making 
the  total  of  $149,200,  or  one-half  of 
the  work  already  approved  by  the 
Provincial  Government.  The  ten- 
tative agreement  called  for  an  ex 
penditure  of  $500,000,  but  this  was 
reduced  to  $300,000  by  the  Provin- 
cial authorities. 

RATES  OF  WAGES 
The  rate  of  pay  for  all  married 
men  on  relief  employment  in  the 
city  has  been  definitely  set  at  $3 
per  day  for  laborers  with  a  five 
working  day  week.  This  is  a  flat 
rate  of  pay  and  absorbs  the  suggest- 
ed subsistence  allowance.  Under 
the  heading  of  laborers  are  Includ- 
ed axemen,  flunkeys,  bridge  labor- 
ers, blacksmith  helpers  and  shovel 
helpers. 

Other  rates  approved  by  the  coun- 
cil yesterday  are  as  follows  : 

Teamsters.  $3.30;  pipe  layers, 
$3.25;  fellers,  buckers,  rock  drillers, 
compressor  men,  grader  men 
(drawn),  truck  drivers  (light), 
$3.50;  grader  men  (power),  truck 
drivers  (heavy),  tractor  drivers,  gas 
donkey  operators  and  powder  men. 
$3.75  per  day. 

Works  foremen,  carpenter  fore- 
men, straw  bosses,  and  others  In 
specialized  employment  will  be  paid 
the  regular  city  rate  of  wages. 

All  wages  In  the  above  scales  are 
effective  today  and  all  men  em- 
ployed on  the  old  scale  will  be 
placed  on  the  new  schedule  as  from 
this  morning. 

Approximately  800  men  will  have 
to  be  taken  care  of  by  the  city's 
relief  programme,  but  the  work  now 
outlined  will  only  take  care  of  a 
portion  of  that  number  at  the  start 
and  the  remainder  will  be  absorbed 
as  the  works  progress. 

TENTATIVE  PROGRAMME 

The  programme  calls  for  general 
sewer  work  costing  approximately 
$54,000.  The  surface  drain  pro- 
gramme sets  out  work  to  be  done 
on  Gonzales  Avenue,  Pemberton 
Meadows  and  where  necessary  on 
macadam  street*.  The  largest  ex- 
penditure is  for  macadam  roads 
The  $73,300  will  complete  all  work

Heads  of  Toronto  House

BERLIN,  Sept.  38  (AP).— The 
creation  of  a  permanent  mixed  com- 
mission to  smooth  the  paths  of 
commerce  between  Prance  and  Ger- 
many was  announced  today. 

The  commission,  by  means  of 
which  the  two  nations  undertake  a 
Joint  effort  to  relieve  the  precarious 
economic  situation,  and  to  Inaugur- 
ate between  themselves  a  period  of 
better  understanding,  resulted  from 
discussions  held  during  the  last  two 
days  by  Premier  Pierre  Laval  and 
Foreign  Minister  Arlstlde  Briand  of 
France,  who  are  visiting  the  heads 
of  the  German  Government,  and 
Chancellor  Helnrlch  Bruening  and 
Foreign  Minister  Julius  Curtlus. 
HOPE  TO  END  DISPUTES 

Both  employers  and  employees 
will  be  represented  on  the  commis- 
sion, which  Is  to  set  to  work  forth- 
with. It  Is  to  attack  all  manner  of 
economic  problems  in  the  hope  that 
easier  conditions  of  living,  resulting 
from  Its  labors,  may  induce  the  two 
nations  on  either  side  of  the  Rhine, 
long  divided  by  troublesome  contro- 
versies, to  be  better  neighbors. 


BRITISH  LEAD 

Norway  and  Sweden  Off 
Gold  Standard— Denmark 
May  Suspend  Also 

LONDON,  Sept.  38  ( AP) . — Norway 
and  Sweden  were  off  the  gold 
standard  today,  apparently  as  a 
precautionary  step,  and  the  Danish 
Cabinet  called  a  special  session  of 
the  Folketning  (congress)  for  to- 
morrow to  consider  whether  Den- 
mark, too,  should  suspend  the  gold 
standard.  A  suspension  bill,  which 
also  would  reduce  the  metallic  cov- 
erage from  50  per  cent  to  33  per 
cent,  was  expected  to  be  introduced. 

Temporary  suspension  of  the  gold 
standard  in  the  two  Scandinavian 
countries  was  In  line  with  Great 
Britain's  similar  action  a  weak  ago, 
their  finances  having  a  close  con- 
nection with  those  of  Britain. 

WILL  NOT  FOLLOW 
The  Finnish  Rlkesbank,  on  the 
other  hand,  said  Finland  had  no 

Intention  of  following  their  ex- 
ample. 

Demands  on  Sweden  for  gold  have 
been  heavy  since  the  British  action, 
commissioners  of  the  Sweden  Rlkes- 
bank said,  and  the  bank's  gold  re- 
serve had  been  reduced  last  week 
by  $25,000,000. 

The  Bank  of  Greece  has  taken 
over  complete  control  of 
In  gold  colli  and  foreign 
in  that  country,  requirtnL 
ers  to  turn  Into  the  bank  the  pro- 
ceeds of  export  sales  m  foreign  cur- 
rencies, receiving  the  equivalent  in 
drachmas. 


MAGISTRATE  SHAW  LOW 

VANCOUVER.  Sept.  38.  — Magis- 
trate H.  C.  Shaw  Is  reported  to  be  in 
a  very  serious  condition,  sinking  Into 
unconsciousness  early  tonight,  ac- 
cording to  his  son,  Ian  Shaw,  who 
is  at  his  father's  bedside.

the  Department  of  National  Revenue. 
These  regulations  cover  importations 
from  countries  whose  monetary 
standard  has  depreciated,  and  also 
from  those  whose  currency,  in  rela- 
tion to  Canadian  money, 
on  an  Increased  value.

PUBLICITY  VALUES 
The  commissioner  stated  that  he 
believed  that  situation  could  be 
mainly  attributed  to  the  active  pro- 
paganda and  publicity  campaigns 
being  carried  on  by  the  trade  serv- 
ice In  the  Old  Country,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  exhibition  and  publicity 
branches,  and  supplemented  by  the 
Invaluable  co-operation  of  the  Em- 
pire marketing  board.  However,  he 
said,  the  measure  of  assistance 
which  Is  within  the  power  of  gov- 
ernment, and  outside  agencies,  was 
restricted  to  co-operation  in  the 
main  work,  which  must  necessarily 
be  Inaugurated,  organized  and  car- 
ried out  by  the  manufacturers,  mer- 
chants and  exporters  themselves. 

"At  no  time  has  this  necessity 
been  more  evident  than  at  present, 
when,  under  various  descriptions, 
such  as  rationalization,  amalgama- 
tion, cartels,  trusts  and  others,  huge 
concentrations  of  formerly  Indepen- 
dent and  competing  Interests  are  re- 
placing private  business  houses 
Moreover,  the  open  and  unprotected 
markets  of  Britain  provide  special 
attractions  and  opportunities  to 
these  consolidations  as  outlets  for 
their  surplus  production,"  said  Mr. 
Watson. 

ADVICE  TO  EXPORTERS 
Mr.  Watson  extended  a  little  ad- 
vice to  the  Canadian  exporters  who 
would  benefit  by  the  markets  of  the 
United  Kingdom.  "There  Is,"  he 
said,  "dally  evidence  that  Canadian 
exporters  who  wish  to  secure  and 
retain  regular  and  considerable 
trade  must  adopt  similar  methods, 
and.  where  advantageous,  their  own 
selling  organizations  In  the  United 
Kingdom.  An  outstanding  proof  of 
this  assertion  Is  the  phenomenal  re- 
sults achieved  by  Denmark  In  bacon 
and  butter,  and  In  a  lesser  degree 
In  the  case  of  other  commodities  by 
certain  other  countries  both  Empire 
and  foreign." 

Another  reason  for  the  revision 
and  strengthening  of  methods  Is 
that  whereas  direct  buying  Is  on 
the  Increase,  distribution  In  Britain 
Is  largely  In  the  hands  of  a  series 
of  intermediaries,  and  the  middle- 
man cannot  reasonably  be  expected 
to  Introduce  and  push  the  sale  of 
Empire  products  In  replacement  of 
foreign  commodities  for  which  he 
has  established  a  steady  and  profit- 
able demand.  "As  matters  stand 
constant  opportunities  are  being 
lost  because  when  business  firms 
wish  to  purchase  Canadian  or  other 
Empire  goods  there  are  no  stocks  or 
regular  supplies  available  for 
prompt  delivery.

The  question  of  steel  pipe  far 
water  mains  was  raised  at  the  meet 
lng  yesterday  by  Mayor  Herbert 
Anscomb,  who  Intimated  the  ques- 
tion might  become  an  important 
problem  in  the  relief  programme 
He  urged  that  some  decision  be 
reached  as  to  the  policy  of  the 
council  in  securing  the  material.  It 
was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the 
members  that  the  pipe  should  be 
manufactured  In  Victoria,  even  if 
the  costs  were  higher  than  out-of- 
town  manufacturers.  Estimates  were 
received  from  a  Vancouver  firm  and 
one  from  a  Victoria  Industry.  The 
Vancouver  prices  were  about  7  per 
cent  lower. 

City  Engineer  F.  M.  Preston  stated 
It  would  be  unwise  to  leave  the  ques- 
tion of  pipe  in  abeyance  and  sug- 
gested that  tenders  be  asked  im- 
mediately. By  full  consent  of  the 
council  tenders  will  be  called  and 
will  be  considered  with  a  view  of 
giving  the  work  to  Victoria  work- 
men. The  waterworks  programme 
embraces  a  large  amount  for  mate- 
rial, most  of  which  may  be  made  in 
this  city. 

PAYMENT  OP  MATERIAL8 
Division  of  the  cost  of  materials, 
which  forms  a  large  percentage  of 
the  expenditure  In  the  city's  under- 
takings, has  yet  to  be  decided.

I  have  often  been  a  scapegoat  in  my 
life  and  I  am  willing  to  be  a  scape- 
goat again,  if  it  Is  good  and  neces- 
ry:  but  I  think  that  you  your- 
selves In  this  respect,  If  I  might  say 
so,  should  become  your  own  scape- 
goats and  take  on  your  own  shoul- 
ders the  responsibility  and  solution 
of  this  very  difficult  and  Intricate 
problem."

munlty  in  this  regard  were  put  for- 
ward by  H.  Vogel.  president  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  and  W.  E.  Christ- 
mas, a  member  of  that  body,  at  the 
luncheon  meeting  of  the  Victoria 
Chamber  of  Commerce  yesterday. 
They  said  It  was  felt  In  Duncan 
that  one  of  the  main  reasons  why 
tourists  avoided  the  city  was  the 
rather  unfavorable  opinion  they  got 
in  driving  through  the  reserve. 

Mr.  Christmas  said  that  the 
municipal  engineer  had  made  a 
survey  of  a  new  route  which  would 
reduce  the  distance  to  Duncan  by 
a  little  over  a  mile.  The  cost  of 
putting  In  the  new  road  and  bridge 
required  would  be  $20,000.  The 
road  proposed  would  leave  the  main 
highway  about  the  crossing  of  the 
railway  near  Koksilah.  and  proceed 
along  the  railway  line  following  a 
delightful  route  and  one  that  en- 
tered the  city  through  one  of  the 
best  approaches  to  It.

Those  Members  of  the  Legislature  of 
Province  who  opposed  the  Dairy  Products  Sales 
Adjustment  Act  at  the  last  session  on  the 
grounds  of  Its  unconstitutionality  must  be  con- 
gratulating themselves  today  on  the  stand  they 
took  In  spite  of  such  a  consensus  of  well  In- 
formed opinion  warning  the  Legislature  at  the 
time  thai  it  was  taking  action  which  would  ulti- 
mately become  nugatory,  the  legislation  re- 
ceived a  majority.  It  ha*  now  been  declared 
ultra  vires  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Prov- 
ince In  effect  the  Judgment  is,  as  was  so  strongly 
pointed  out  in  this  newspaper  and  by  a  variety 
of  other  sources  at  the  time,  that  the  Imposts 
levied  under  the  Act  constitute  Indirect  taxa- 
tion. It  is  a  pity  that  legislation  of  this  type 
should  be  passed.  It  represent*  both  lost  time 
and  money,  and.  as  well,  it  inflicts  hardships  on 
a  very  considerable  percentage  of  the  milk  pro- 
ducers of  the  Fraser  Valley. 

Centuries  ago  the  principle  was  established 
that  under  British  government  only  Parliament 
could  levy  taxation,  either  direct  or  indirect. 
Even  as  far  back  as  William  the  Conqueror  that 
monarch,  on  ascending  the  throne  of  England, 
expressly  renounced  aU  right  to  tax  the  nation 
without  the  consent  of  the  commune  concilium 
regnl  It  is  in  the  nature  of  a  throw  back  to 
the  dark  ages  for  legislation  to  have  been  passed 
by  any  constituted  authority  attempting  to  ab- 
dicate a  right  which,  by  prescription  and  by  con- 
stitutional usage,  is  inherent  In  that  authority 
That  is  exactly  what  British  Columbia  did.  It 
has  remained  for  the  Supreme  Court  to  remind 
our  Legislature  that  it  has  rights  which  It  can- 
not alienate  or  destroy. 

The  finding  of  the  Supreme  Court  ought  to 
put  an  end,  once  and  for  all  time,  to  legislation 
of  a  character  that  is  not  only  in  defiance  of 
constitutional  rights  but  also  of  the  economic 
law  of  supply  and  demand.  Nothing  could  have 
been  more  strangely  contradictory  than  the 
course  of  the  Legislature  last  session  in  respect 
to  the  legislation  affecting  agricultural  com- 
bines. It  defeated  a  bill  to  give  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  growers  of  the  Okanagan  a  power  simi- 
lar to  that  which  It  gave  to  the  milk  producers 
of  the  Fraser  Valley.  The  principle  at  stake 
was  the  same  in  both  instances.  The  Legislature 
received  full,  ample  and  exhaustive  warning 
from  among  its  o#n  members  of  the  inanity  of 
the  course  it  was  pursuing  in  the  matter  of  the 
milk  producers.  It  preferred  to  make  an  experi- 
ment in  the  one  instance  in  the  abdication  of 
an  inherent  right,  while  refusing  such  abdica- 
tion where  the  fruit  and  vegetable  growers  were 
concerned.  Now  it  has  to  repeal  legislation  which 
has  been  defined  by  the  Supreme  Court  as  ultra 
vires.  It  may  be  inferred  very  clearly  that  the 
Act  in  question  is  not  only  ultra  vires  of  the 
Province  but  ultra  vires  of  constitutional  gov- 
ernment Itself  within  the  British  domain.

The  latest  census  shows  that  many  points  in 
Quebec  have  made  substantial  increases  in  pop- 
ulation. Quebec  City  has  grown  from  95,193  in 
1921  to  129,103;  Verdun,  a  suburb  of  Montreal, 
has  now  a  population  of  60,378,  as  compared 
with  25,000  in  192T.  There  have  been  other  not- 
able additions  to  population.

The  late  Mr.  F.  D.  Little  had  well  earned  the 
title  of  being  an  old  timer  of  British  Columbia. 
One  who  had  spent  seventy  years  in  the  Prov- 
ince, and  who  had  labored  as  he  did.  well  de- 
serves to  be  called  a  pioneer.  This  Mr.  Little 
was  in  a  large  sense,  and  his  especial  connection 
with  developments  on  Vancouver  Island  will  long 
be  remembered  to  his  credit.  He  and  the  late 
Mr.  Robert  Dunsmulr,  whose  name  Is  a  land- 
mark in  the  Industrial  history  of  this  part  of 
the  Province,  were  associated  In  different  schemes 
of  progress.  Mr.  Little's  connection  with  early 
coal  mining  on  Vancouver  Island  was  second  only 
in  importance  to  that  of  Mr.  Dunsmulr  himself, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  his  capabilities,  fore- 
sight and  ability  to  take  advantage  of  oppor- 
tunities were  assets  of  the  highest  importance 
In  bringing  that  Industry  to  its  present  propor- 
tions. Mr.  Little,  indeed,  was  the  industrialist 
of  vision.  His  name  should  be  inscribed  on  the 
roll  of  makers  of  Vancouver  Island. 

In  a  personal  sense  the  late  Mr.  Little  was 
always  quiet  and  unobtrusive.  He  never  be- 
lieved in  thrusting  himself  to  the  front.  He  gave 
his  undivided  attention  to  the  task  he  had  in 
hand,  and  always  did  it  well.  Public  honors  had 
no  appeal  for  him;  he  was  content  to  do  work 
which  In  the  long  run  proved  of  more  enduring 
value-  than  any  achieved  by  the  vast  majority 
of  politicians.  Because  of  his  genuineness  he 
made  many  friends;  thousands,  indesd,  in  his 
long  years  of  residence  here.  Many  of  these 
have  passed  on,  but  those  who  are  left  will  re- 
call a  sterling  personality,  and  all  will  extend 
deep  sympathy  to  his  widow  and  the  two  daugh- 
ters who  survive.

of  the  Automobile  Club.  That  Is  one 
of  the  many  luxuries  I  have  had  to 
deny  myself,  and  so  it  should  be 
understood  that  I  have  not  been  In 
their  counsels.  The  resolution  from 
the  Automobile  Club  was  read  at  the 
Good  Roads  League  convention  Just 
previous  to  the  reading  of  my  paper 
and  came  as  a  surprise  to  me.  al- 
though I  was  aware  that  they  were 
In  sympathy  with  the  Idea.  But  Is 
it  not  reasonable  to  suppose  that  a 
group  of  men  who  are  constantly 
using  the  highways  should,  in  ex- 
pressing their  views,  give  a  fairly  ac- 
curate cross-section  of  public  opin- 
ion regarding  the  condition  of  public 
roads?  Is  it  not  also  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  the  press  of  both  politi- 
cal affiliations  in  supporting  the 
resolution,  with  the  exception  of 
your  own  paper,  give  a  fairly  accu- 
rate cross-section  of  public  opinion? 
But  even  with  this  support,  It  is  go- 
ing to  be  a  very  difficult  matter  to 
get  roads  out  of  politics,  for  it  Is  to- 
day the  biggest  pork  barrel  left. 

An  effort  was  made  to  avoid  per- 
sonalities and  sectional  feeling  in 
citing  cases.  That  is  why  the  con- 
struction of  "The  Big  Bend  Road." 
as  it  is  known,  was  referred  to  as  a 
road  through  the  wilderness  and  not 
the  new  road  from  Hope  to  Prince- 
ton, as  stated  In  your  editorial.  No 
one  disputes  your  statements  in  re- 
gard to  providing  an  outlet  for  the 
Okanagan  and  Eastern  British  Co- 
lumbia. Unfortunately  the  motoring 
public  of  all  the  territory  east  of  the 
Okanagan  is  forced  to  travel  over 
American  routes,  if  going  to  the 
Coast. 

Furthermore,  the  writer  wishes  to 
Join  you  In  a  eulogy  of  Mr.  Bruhn. 
He  would  be  the  ideal  man  for  a 
highway  commission.  But  why  was 
Mr.  Bruhn  left  to  kick  his  heels  us 
President  of  the  Executive  Council 
while  his  predecessor  went  on  a  mad 
spending  orgy  and  then  Mr.  Bruhn 
called  In  to  clean  up  the  mess?  Was 
not  Mr.  Bruhn  at  that  time  Just  as 
capable  a  man  as  he  is  today?  The 
answer  Is  contained  in  one  word: 
"Politics." 

The  formation  of  a  highway  board 
is  put  forward  with  the  Idea  of  tak- 
ing the  management  of  the  biggest 
business  In  the  province  out  of  poli- 
tics. The  Government  should  nbt 
delegate  Its  authority  to  such  a 
board,  and  all  necessary  safeguards 
should  be  provided  by  leglslaton  to 
Insure  the  preservation  of  Govern- 
ment rights.  The  members  of  such 
a  board  or  commission  would  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Government  for  a 
definite  number  of  years,  and  sub- 
ject to  removal  for  cause.  One  mem- 
ber would  oe  retired  every  two  years, 
say,  but  be  eligible  for  reappoint- 
ment. There  is  nothing  revolution- 
ary or  dangerous  in  the  procedure, 
nor  is  there  anything  "behind  the 
resolution."  When  the  Dominion 
Government  granted  $20,000,000  in 
1920  for  Federal  aid,  it  Immediately 
appointed  a  highway  commission  of 
three  members,  one  Liberal,  one 
Conservative,  and  the  third  was 
chairman  of  the  International  Wat- 
erways Commission.  In  that  way  It 
was  sought  to  keep  political  Angers 
out  of  the  bag.  Has  there  been  any 
mistake  made  in  this?

Mr.  Pendray  dealt  with  the  vari- 
ous changes  that  have  taken  place 
In  the  production  of  various  paints 
and  varnishes,  and  told  the  club 
members  of  the  uses  of  the  more 
important  products  of  the  Industry. 

Discussing  the  use  of  white  lead, 
the  speaker  said  that  recent  experi- 
ments have  discovered  a  more  sub- 
stantial product  consisting  of  65  per 
cent  lead.  35  per  cent  zinc  and  10 
per  cent  Inert  material.  This  paint 
will  withstand  abuse  by  weather 
much  more  satisfactorily  than  plain 
white  lead,  he  said.  Mr.  Pendray 
showed  the  members  a  sign,  paint- 
ed twenty  years  ago,  with  plain 
white  lead,  and  lettered  with  lamp 
black  mixed  with  linseed  oil.  The 
white  lead  was  practically  removed 
by  the  elements,  whereas  the  letter- 
ing was  quite  plain.  The  lampblack 
used  in  the  lettering,  he 
was  similar  to  the  inert 
and.  mixed  with  linseed  oil,  had 
proven  most  substantial. 

DOES  NOT  ATTRACT  HEAT 
"Another  paint  that  has  come  to 
the  fore  In  recent  years  is  alumi- 
num," declared  Mr.  Pendray.  This 
was  used  largely  for  painting  large 
tanks  and  boilers,  he  said,  since  it 
does  not  attract  heat  like  black 
paint.  A  black  surface,  he  said,  is 
always  hotter  during  warm  weather 
than  one  covered  with  aluminum 
paint.  The  speaker  strongly  con- 
the  use  of  aluminium  or 
for  radiators  He  pointed 
out  that  these  colors  do  not  radiate 
heat,  and  approximately  27  per  cent 
of  the  warmth  returns  through  the 
radiator  pipes  to  the  boiler.  Tests 
carried  out  by  the  National  Paint, 
Oil  &  Varnish  Company  in  the 
United  States  have  proved  this,  he 
said. 

The  color  of  rooms  In  a  house 
often  has  a  great  effect  on  the 
nerves  of  human  beings,  declared 
Mr.  Pendray.  If.  for  Instance,  a 
room  Is  painted  with  deep  shades  of 
yellow,  orange  or  red,  they  will  often 
excite  the  nerves  of  anyone  in  the 
room.  Purple,  voilet  and  blue 
shades,  he  said,  had  a  subduing  ef- 
fect on  the  nerves.

The  opening  Handel  number  was 
of  the  most  ex ftctlnj?  ch&r&cter  cx  ~ 
acting  in  tone,  phrasing  and  Intona- 
tion, and  the  perfect  harmony  main- 
tained between  voice,  flute  and 
piano  was  a  great  test  in  Itself.  This 
had  a  lovely  freshness,  and  expres- 
siveness was  given  by  the  exquisite 
nuances  in  the  tonal  shading.  A 
forte  for  taking  the  audience  Into 
her  confidence  was  shown  by  the 
singer  In  the  variations*  on  the 
rt  theme.  This  and  the  "Fruh- 
tlmmen"  were  sung  in  German 
showed  beautiful  enunciation. 
The  latter  was  the  pyrotechnlcal 
feat  of  the  evening.

the  Capital  City  before  returning

Mr  Dodds  was  extremely  reticent 
when  asked  to  give  his  views  of  the 
present  business  situation  In  Can- 
ada and  the  prospects  for  the  fu- 
ture. Mr.  Dodds  said  he  regretted 
that  he  would  be  unable  to  give 
his  opinions  of  conditions  as  he 
found  them,  or  to  discuss  financial 
business  In  so  far  as  it  affected  the 
country. 

"It  Is  the  policy  of  the  Bank  of 
Montreal  to  make  an  exhaustive 
study  of  all  conditions  and  cover 
the  whole  situation  in  the  published 
report  of  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  shareholders  which  will  be  held 
early  in  December,"  was  the  only 
statement  the  head  of  one  of  Can- 
ada's largest  banking  Institutions 
would  make  when  seen  at  the  Em- 
press Hotel  yesterday  afternoon, 
following  his  return  from  golf. 

Mr.  Dodds  will  remain  In  Victoria 
today,  returning  to  the  Mainland 
tonight,  and  tomorrow  he  will  be  in 
conference  with  Vancouver  officers 
of  the  bank. 

Although  only  appointed  to  the 
general  managership  of  the  Bank 
of  Montreal  In  1930.  Mr.  Dodds  Is 
well  known  in  the  Prairie  Provinces 
and  British  Columbia  because  he 
was  general  manager  of  Western 
branches  from  1925  to  1928.  when 
he  assumed  the  post  of  ai.  lstant 
general  manager  at  Montreal. 
Only  fifty  years  of  age.  Mr.  Dodds 
nade  a  rapid  and  notable  rise 
in  banking  In  England  and  Can- 
ada. He  served  for  four  years  in  Lon- 
don and  came  to  Canada  In  1901, 
when  he  Joined  the  staff  of  the 
Bank  of  British  North  America.  In 
1909  he  was  assistant  manager  of 
the  bank  In  Vancouver,  returning 
to  England  In  1911. 

Mr.  Dodds  served  with  the  forces 
In  the  Great  War  from  1914  to  1919 
and  rose  from  a  private  In  the 
Honorable  Artillery  Company  in 
September.  1914.  to  Lieut  -Colonel  in 

1918.  He  was  mentioned  four  times 
consecutively  in  dispatches,  was

LOVELY  ACTRESS 
RETURNS  HERE 


Beautiful  BHlie  Burke.  Idol  of  Kng 
Huh  Speaking  State.  Talks  About 
-Cabbages  and  Kings" 

JiiU  a  shade  more  mature  than 
when  she  was  last  here,  about  fif- 
teen years  ago.  Just  a  shade  leu  lr- 
reaonslbly  happy,  sparkling  and 
mischievous,  but  with  an  altogether 
lovelier  charm  in  the  laughter  play- 
ing In  her  eyes  and  voice  and  still 
of  dazxllng  fairness  of  hair  and 
skin,  Blllte  Burke,  half  a  generation 
ago  one  of  the  most  beloved 
actresses  of  the  English -speaking 
stage  and  fllmdom,  told  something 
about  her  art,  her  ambitions  and 
her  ideals  over  the  social  cup  of  tea 
which  she  shared  with  a  Colonist 
reporter  In  her  pretty  sitting-room 
at  the  Empress  Hotel  yesterday  aft- 
ernoon. 

„  "It  is  so  good  to  be  back.  Victoria 
is  such  a  beautiful  place,  and  I've 
been  so  looking  forward  to  seeing 
It  again."  she  said  with  engaging 
sincerity  as  she  shook  hands.  It 
was  very  evident  that  she  really  did 
remember  Victoria  fror  her  former 
visit,  as  she  spoke  of  changes  which 
she  had  noticed  here  and  there  dur- 
ing her  drive  about  the  city  on  Sun- 
day. She  Is  passionately  fond  of 
flowers,  and  was  glad  to  find  that 
Summer  had  not  yet  disappeared 
from  the  gardens  here.  She  is  glad 
to  be  back  on  the  stage  again  for 
Just  such  relntroductions;  reintro- 
ductlons  to  old  friends  and  old 
places,  audiences  which  she  has 
liked,  playwrights  and  actors  who 
kindle  some  responsive  art  and  ro- 
mantic Instinct. 

For  Blllle  Burke  Is  romantic. 
"Hopelessly  so,"  she  admits.  She 
has  a  daughter  of  fourteen,  and 
when  she  speaks  of  "Patricia"  one 
senses  the  romanticist  of  an  earlier 
generation  which  dreamed  of  "Slr 
Galahada"  and  "Lancelots."  . 

She  thinks  there  Is  much  truth  in 
the  little  satire  of  "The  Vinegar 
Tree,"  which  shows  youth  pushing 
sentiment  deliberately  Into  the 
background.  Youth  today  is  doing 
this.  But.  she  thinks.  It  is  a  pose. 
Youth  is  Just  as  sentimental  as  ever, 
but  for  some  reason  has  become 
afraid  or  ashamed  of  It,  and  rather 
than  be  laughed  at,  the  boys  and 
girls  are  repressing  all  confession  of 
such  weakness. 

"College  life  seems  the  last  touch 
in  the  sophisticating  process;  the 
boys  and  girls  come  out  colder  than 
when  they  went  In.  It  doesn't  mat- 
ter quite  so  much  If  it  doesn't 
mean  that  they  are  stripping  life  of 
its  beauty."  she  maintained,  as  she 
curled  herself  up  In  her  chair  in  the 
charming  way  familiar  to  all  "Blllle 
Burkites."  Here  again  she  spoke  of 
her  young  daughter,  and  the  effort 
which  she  was  making  to  keep  her 
in  touch  with  some  of  the  lovelier 
things.  Fortunately,  through  books, 
gardens,  and  In  life  Itself,  this  was 
still  possible.  She  spoke  of  her  fa- 
vorite authors,  among  them  espec- 
ially mentioning  Wllla  Cather  and 
Edna  Furber.  among  the  American 
writers;  and  Somerset  Maugham 
and  Rupert  Brooke  among  the  Eng- 
lish. Maugham  she  knew  person- 
ally; she  had  also  met  Edna  Furber. 

She  told  an  amusing  story  about 
a  bon  mot  of  Maugham's.  A  friend 
had  seen  In  his  home  a  miniature 
of  Blllle  Burke,  and  on  asking  whose 
It  was  had  been  Informed  that  It 
was  "a  picture  of  the  lady  who 
bought  him  that  house."  An  ex- 
planation was  due,  so  Somerset 
Maugham  told  how  Blllle  Burke's 
success  with  his  play,  "Mrs.  Dot," 
reaped  such  handsome  box  office  re- 
turns that  he  had  been  enabled  to 
buy  the  place. 

TASTE  CHANGING 
Billie  Burke  has  views  on  the 
changing  public  taste.  People  have 
always  liked  the  "flesh-in-the- 
blood"  play,  despite  the  popularity 
of  the  movies  and  talkies.  She 
thinks  they  will  continue  to  like  the 
legitimate  play.  But  the  taste  In 
drama  is  changing  towards  sophis- 
tication. 

"In  the  old  days  when  we  brought 
French  plays  over,  we  had  to  alter 
them  and  adapt  them  to  our  public; 
cover  up  certain  things  and  make 
them  Innocuous.  Now  the  French 
play  has  to  be  'pepped'  up  for  our 
public.  In  other  words,  the  French 
rlsqueness  Is  no  more  risque,  and 
either  France  la  producing  less 
plays  or  we  are  not  importing  them 
because  they  are  relatively  dull." 
she  continued.

Business  In  Canada  registered  19.93  per  cent  below  normal  during 
the  month  of  August,  according  to  the  McConnell  <fc  Fergusson  Monthly 
Index  of  Business  Conditions.  This  Is  the  lowest  point  since  the  com- 
mencement of  the  current  depression.  The  previous  month  registered 
18.63  below  normal  and  August.  1930.  6.8  per  cent  below  normal. 

The  drop  Is  accounted  for  principally  by  the  sharp  loss  in  carloadings. 
which  failed  to  respond  fully  to  the  usual  seasonal  Increases.  This  factor 
lost  3.5  per  cent.  Electric  energy  output  was  off  fractionally.  Construc- 
tion contracts  gained  slightly  after  adjustment,  and  bank  debits  showed 
an  Improvement  of  2.2  per  cent. 

The  following  table  gives  the  combined  weighted  Index  and  the  four 
component  factors,  each  of  which  has  been  adjusted  for  both  seasonal 
variation  and  long-time  trend,  and,  where  necessary  for  the  changing 
purchasing  power  of  the  dollar:

SHIP  MODEL 
EXHIBITED 

Bark  Sementha  Had  Inter- 
esting History  and  Was 
Well  Known  Here 


Displayed  in  the  window  of  the 
Corner  Flower  Shop,  on  Broad 
Street,  is  the  model  of  a  once  fa- 
maous  sailing  bark,  the  Sementha. 
The  hull,  deck  fittings,  spars,  rig- 
ging and  running  gear  are  complete 
to  the  mlnuteat  detail,  the  whole 
presenting  a  splendid  and  practical 
illustration  of  what  a  sailing  ship 
looked  like  when  in  repose,  as  well 
as  testifying  to  the  thoroughness 
with  which  the  makers  of  ships' 
models  proceeded  when  sailing  craft 
occupied  a  prominent  place  in 
transportation. 

f he  Sementha,  a  frequent  visitor 
to  the  port  of  Victoria,  In  the  old 
days,  was  a  steel  bark  of  two 
decks,  286  feet  In  length,  43  feet 
beam,  23  feet  draft,  and  was  of  2.280 
tons  displacement.  Her  freeboard 
was  26  feet,  and  she  was  one  of  the 
largest  ships  to  ever  sail  the  waters 
of  the  seven  seas.  She  was  launched 
In  1888.  at  the  port  of  Olasgow, 
from  the  yards  of  W.  Hamilton  &, 
Company. 

The  model  should  prove  of  con- 
siderable Interest  >  shipping  men 
of  this  port,  particularly  those  who 
may  remember  her  and  the  Inci- 
dents ^whlch  attended  her  last  call 

of  Cape  Hom.  mountainous  seas 
tossed  the  stout  ship  about  like  a 
cork  and  delayed  her  so  much  that 
the  water  supply  and  food  gave  out, 
the  crew  experiencing  a  terrible 
time,  apparently  being  cruelly  treat- 
ed by  the  skipper,  who  was  com- 
pelled to  lock  himself  In  the  cabin 
for  a  portion  of  the  time  to  avoid 
being  cast  into  the  sea  by  members 
of  the  ships  forecastle  company. 

When  the  Sementha  finally 
reached  Victoria,  one  of  the  crew 
was  still  in  Irons  because  of  asserted 
Insubordination  and  violence;  and. 
all  but  one,  as  soon  as  they  could 
get  ashore,  the  crew  deserted  in  a 
body.  It  was  weeks  before  another 
crew  could  be  signed  on  and  put 
aboard,  when  the  Sementha  sailed 
for  Japan,  to  which  country  she 
was  bound  with  a  cargo  of  horse- 
shoe nails  for  the  cavalry  of  the 
Japanese  army,  then  fighting  In  the 
war  with  Russia. 

Just  what  eventually  happened  to 
the  8ementha  Is  not  clear,  it  is 
understood  that  she  was  used  as  a 
"mystery  ship"  in  the  Great  War, 
but  the  last  issue  of  Lloyd's  Register 
fails  to  throw  any  'ight  on  the  pres- 
ent whereabouts  of  the  once  grace- 
ful sailing  ship. 

An  Interesting  relic  of  the  ship  Is 
In  the  possession  of  Mr.  Woodward, 
proprietor  of  the  Corner  Flower 
Shop,  in  the  shape  of  a  sprig  of 
heather,  which  was  part  of  the 
bouquet  presented  to  the  captain's 
wife  at  the  launching  of  the 
tha  In  1888.

Voicing  his  disgust  over  the  man- 
ner In  which  his  endeavors  to  or- 
ganize an  expedition  Into  the  Gobi 
Desert  in  1932  were  treated  by  the 
Nanking  authorities,  Dr.  Roy  Chap- 
man Andrews,  associated  with  the 
American  Museum  of  Natural  His- 
tory, aa  chief  of  Its  division  of 
Asiatic  exploration,  was  an  arrival 
In  Victoria  yesterday,  coming  from 
the  Orient  on  the  Empress  of  Japan. 

The  Society  for  the  Preservation 
of  Ancient  Objects  in  Peiping,  he 
denounced  as  an  antiforelgn  or- 
ganize <\,  stating  that  since  it  was 
formed  he  society  has  been  every- 
thing but  constructive.  China  does 
not  control  the  region  where  the 
last  expedition  succeeded  In  locat- 
ing the  geological  structure  In 
which  records  of  primitive  man 
would,  undoubtedly,  be  discovered, 
but  they  held  the  only  way  Into  it, 
with  the  exception  of  a  route 
through  Russia,  the  adoption  of 
which  would  necessitate  a  complete 
change  of  arrangements  and  the 
selection  of  a  new  base,  he  de- 
clared. 

Dr.  Andrews  stated  that  his  was 
not  the  only  expedition  which  was 
refused  permission  to  proceed  in 
the  interests  of  science.  Sir  Aurel 
Stein  was  prevented  from  entering 
Chinese  Turkestan  last  Summer, 
and  like  treatment  was  experienced 
by  the  Hardt-Citroen 
which  was  being 
through  Asia. 

Dr.  Andrews  left  the  Empress  of 
Japan  after  the  ship  docked  here, 
and  proceeded  to  Seattle  Sunday 
afternoon,  where  he  was  to  take  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  train  to  New 
York  to  confer  with  the  manage- 
ment of  the  museum.

The 
plan  of  campaign  decided  upon  had 
behind  it  the  merit  that  it  was  the 
only  passible  way  in  which  the  con- 
tract could  be  made  and  the  further 
merit  of  boldness.  South  proceeded 
to  lead  six  rounds  of  trumps.  West 
followed  three  times,  and  then  was 
forced  to  choose  discards  In  the  club 
and  diamond  suits.  After  six  rounds 
of  trumps  each  hand  contained  five 
cards.

West  had  discarded  three  diamonds. 
East  had  discarded  two.  It  seemed 
probable  that  West  had  held  five 
diamonds  originally,  although  there 
was  a  possibility  that  he  might  have 
held  six.  In  any  event,  as  neither 
opponent  had  discarded  a  club, 
8outh's  only  chance  seemed  to  rest 
upon  the  hope  that  West's  hand 
originally  had  contained  five  dia- 
monds, three  spades,  three  clubs,  In- 
cluding the  king,  and  two  hearts. 
The  heart  doubleton  was  fairly  ap- 
parent, based  on  the  opening  lead. 
There  was  a  shadow  of  a  doubt 
about  the  club  and  diamond  hold- 
ing. Be  that  as  it  may,  South  took 
his  only  chance  to  make  his  con- 
tract. He  led  the  diamond  king, 
and  West  was  forced  to  win.  West 
could  see  the  inevitable  coming 
and  led  the  queen  of  diamonds. 
North  now  parted  with  bis  last 
heart,  and,  East,  relieved  tt  the  ne- 
cessity of  longer  holding  the  heart 
knave,  discarded  it,  but  East  and 
West  were  through.  West  was  now 
forced  to  lead  a  club,  and  the  three 
remaining  tricks  belonged  to  South. 
Had  West,  during  the  lead  of  the 
trumps,  discarded  one  club  and  re- 
tained three  diamonds,  then  South 
would  have  put  him  in  with  the  king 
of  clubs  and  force  him  to  lead 
away  from  the  major  tenace  in  dia- 
monds to  South's  king.
